_ Salins in France, a moſt\iRcredible number of Birds,who by their multitude darkened the

ſeperated into two bWes; Taker moſt horrible cries, they engaged againſt eachother 
with ſuch fury, that ſeveral thouſands were faln dead to the Earth; ſome ſmothered with 
moſt of their feathers off, and others all bloody and torn; Theſe Birds were of a hundred 
ſeveral ſorts, of ſeveral ſizes, and ſeveral colours.
